JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

Our advices by the present P. and O. mail extend to the 3rd 
September, but by the Pacific mail we have six days’ later news, 
viz. to the 9th September; the French mail of July 4 arrived 
out on the 22nd August, and the P. and O. mail of July 11 on 
the 3lst August. The Japan Mail gives the following items of 
news :— 

H.R.H. the Duke of Genoa, who recently arrived here, landed 
officially on Sept. 1st, and proceeded to Yedo, where a residence 
had been prepared for his reception at Hama-Goten. He subse- 
quently had an audience of H.I.M. the Mikado, and was presented 
to the Empress, after which he received the Corps Diplomatique, 
at Hamago-ten, the members of which were severally introduce 
by Count Litta, the Italian Chargé d’A ffaires. Sanjo Daijin anda 
number of Japanese officials were present. The Duke conversed 
fluently in German, English, and French. After the introductions 
were concluded, a Japanese entertainment, provided by the 
Mikado, took place. The corps de ballet of the Court performed a 
number of dances, including a divertissement in three acts. A bevy 
of Court geishas sang a number of songs, accompanying each other 
on the flute, koto, samisen, drums, and castanets. 

Some imens of the new American trade dollar have been 
forwarded here, The design is appropriate and the workman- 
ship excellent. The coin is somewhat heavier than the cur- 
rent Mexican dollar, and of an equal fineness of metal. It 
remains, however, to be seen if the Chinese, who have alwa 
shown themselves impracticable as regards any change in the 
form of this currency, will favour the coi : the existing im- 
pression is that it will share the fate of the Hong Kong dollar. 

The settlement has been greatly shocked by the announce- 
ment of the sudden death of Mr. William Marshall, of the firm 
of Macpherson and A resident in this port almost 
from its opening to foreign trade, Mr. Marshall had witnessed its 
early struggles, its prosperity, and the vicissitudes it has since 
undergone ; and, as Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce for 
many years, he had taken a prominent in the deliberations 
of that body. As a merchant he held a high character for in- 
telligence and probity, and his generous and hospitable disposi- 
tion attracted and preserved to him many attached friends. 

An attempt was made to cut down Mr. Blockley, inspector of 
railway police, at the terminus at Yedo, on the 29th August. 
Hearing an uproar in the hall, he proceeded to the spot, and was 
at once assaulted by a samuraz, who attacked him with a sword, 
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Mr. Blockley by dint of great exertion succeeded in avoiding hig 
assailant, who, seeing his victim was likely to escape him, hurled 
his weapon at him, which entered the thigh, inflicting a wound 
about two inches and a half in length. Mr. Blockley pursued 
his antagonist, and succeeded in capturing him. He is stated_to 
be mad. The incident has created a strong feeling that the Go- 
vernment should at once prohibit hes weenie of weapons, or 
rather that it should render operative the proclamation already 
issued to that effect. - 

It is much to be regretted that the negotiations which were 
entered upon some time since with Takishimaya, managing di- 
rector of the Yokohama Gas Company, a Japanese proprietary, 
have completely failed. The reasonable hopes that were enter- 
tained by the committee appointed by the foreign body of resi- 
dents to carry on their negotiations have been completely frus- 
trated by the conduct of the company, which has receded from 
its original proposal and offers conditions which they cannot 
possibly suppose to be acceptable. A small co-operative Gag 
Company for the service of the consumers has been mooted, and 
the idea will probably meet with some encouragement. 

With other arts of civilisation the Japanese chevaliers @indus- 
trie have learnt that of hocussing unwary persons with whom 
they make acquaintance. One unfortunate while ex route from 
Niigata to Tokei to make some purchases for his master, a native 
merchant, was induced to join company with another equally 
innocent-looking individual. One day, however, while resting 
at mid-day the servant was persuaded to try some of his com- 
panion’s tobacco, which, of course, sent him to sleep. When he 
awoke amid the shades of evening his baggage, including a con- 
siderable sum of money, could not be found, his companion also 
having found it tedious work waiting for his sleeping friend. 
The situation was soon appreciated by the servant, who having 
reached Tokei gave information to the police, who are now 
making diligent search for the man whose tobacco was of so 
strange a character. 

A rumour has been prevalent in Yeda to the effect that war 
between this country and Korea is imminent. One statement 
has it that war has actually been declared, another that Japan 
has sent an ultimatum to the Korean Government. As both 
rumours are announced as on “ good authority” we hasten to 
state that both are incorrect, although some diplomatic passages 
at arms have taken place. 

The inhumanity exhibited to the crews of Japanese vessels 
which have had occasion to visit Formosa has attracted the 
attention of the Government. China has disclaimed all respon- 
sibility on this account, and it is said that the Government is 
about to employ measures to ensure the security and good treat- 
ment of their subjects who may in future visit the Formosan 

vorts. 

The Mikado, the Empress and suite returned to Yedo on the 
3lst Aug., from Miyanoshita, where they have been passing the 
last few weeks. His Majesty’s return was delayed for some days 
by the swollen condition of the rivers, owing to the recent rains. 

The terms of the new treaty between Peru and this country 
have been published. It is based upon the treaties executed 
with other nations. The Embassy, having accomplished its pur- 
pose, will shortly leave Yokohama for China. 

Interruptions of telegraphic communication have been very 
frequent of late. The service was suspended owing, it is said, to 
a fire in the neighbourhood of Odawarra, which destroyed the 
poles, and to a series of freshets which carried away the wires 
crossing the river, but communication with the south is now 
restored. 

The Yokohama Grand Hotel was inaugurated on the 16th 
Aug., with the appropriate ceremonial of a public dinner, at 
which a large number of the leading merchants were nt. 
The hotel has been built to atlord accommudation to the inareas- 
ing number of visitors to this part of Japan, and posseases all 
the desirable modern conveniences, 

The long period of drought from which the district around 
Yokohama fad been for some time past suffering has been 
succeeded by a series of welcome showers, which have refreshed 
the rice plantations and afforded an abundant store of water to 
the farmers. 

The Japanese modification of the “ Bath chair,” the Jinrikisha, 
has been adupted by the residents of Shanghai, and a company 
has beeu formed there to manufacture aud work it. 

The display of Japanese lacquer work and bronzes at Vienna 
(albeit considered very indifferent by local amateurs) has, it is 
said, led to a demand for these ornamental wares. 

The sanitary condition of Yedo during the past summer has 
been much commented upon. The endemic fever uliar to 
Japan, the Aud-de, has, it is said, proved exceptionally virulent 
and fatal. 

An accident of a somewhat grave character has occurred to 
Mr. St. George, who being addicted to somnambulism fell in his 
sleep from the upper floor of his residence. He was picked up 
insensible, but was able to bear removal to the Infirmary the 
next day. 

It is stated that the port of Nagasaki has been selected as the 
head-quarters of the U.S. squadron in these waters, and that 
oe Naval Hospital will be shortly removed thither from Yoko-

SHANGHAI. 
The present majl bringy advices from this port to the 7th 


September ; the French mail from London, July 18, arringd out on 
the 2nd, and the following P. and O. mail from Lofidon July 
25 on the 6th Sept. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald :— 


It is rumoured that the Chinese Government, hearing of the 
Peruvian Mission which has visited Japan with the view of set- 
tling the Maria Luz difficulty, and which, it has been stated, in- 
tended also to visit China and form a treaty with the object more 
particularly of facilitating coolie emigration, has given the Diplo- 
matic Circle here to understand that the Mission would not have 
a favourable reception. It is unlikely, therefore, that it will for 
the present attempt to pursue its objects in China; but if the 
award of the Emperor of Russia in the Maria Luz case should 
prove to be against Japan, Peru will no doubt be encouraged to 
make another effort. As an instance of the desire of the Chinese | 
Government to discourage the intention, it is said that a Peruvian 
attaché of the Missioh, travelling in company with a French gen- 
tleman, was stopped at Tientsin, on his way to the capital, and 
told that as a satneet of a non-treaty Power he could not be per- 
mitted to proceed. His companion was also informed that the 
passport on which the twonames appeared was vilified, and that 
a fresh one would be necessary. 

We were able, a few weeks ago, to publish Admiral Shadwell’s 
reply to a series of questions by the Hong Kong Chamber of 
Commerce, regarding the charts and navigation of the Chinese 
coast between Hong Kong and Shanghai. We have since re- 
ceived Admiral Jenkins’s answer to;the same inquiries. He also 
considers the existing charts te correct ; he failed, as the 
Hong Kong Chamber have failed, to ascertain what programme 
for lighting the coast is being carried out ; byt he approves of 
what has been done, and goes on to suggest a number of marks 
and aids to navigation which should in his opinion be established. 
Like Admiral Shadwell, Admiral Jenkins feels some diffidence 
in answering the question whether merchant vessels are properly 
navigated on the coast ; and, as we have before suggested, it is 
one which the Hong Kong Chamber can answer as well as these 
officers. Still, Admiral Jenkins thinks he has noticed “too great 
a disposition to turn sharp corners too closely to save a few miles, 
at times when it was almost impossible to be certain of the actual 
position of the vessel within several miles.” 

A meeting of the Union Steam Navigation Company was 
held on the 3rd of September, at the office of Messrs. Olyphant 
and Co. The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report, 
said he regretted that the business of the company during 
the half year to which the accounts referred had been worse 
than that of any similar period since the formation of the com- 
pany ; consequently they were not in a position to pay a divi- 
dend. During the six years the company had been working, 
dividends to the amount of 75 per cent. had been paid, or at the 
rate of 124 per cent. per annum, besides a bonus of 20 per cent., 
so that the company could not be said to have done ly on 
the whole period of its existence, and he (the Chairman) hoped 
that it would improve hereafter. 

After a question from Mr. Little, the resolution adopting the 
report was carried unanimously. Mr. Wisner then proposed— 
“That the retiring directors be re-elected for the ensuing year, and 
that the election of Messrs. J.G. Purdon and T. M. Drysdale be 
confirmed.” This resolution having been carried unanimously, 
and the auditors for the ensuing year having been appointed, the 
meeting proceeded to resolve itself into an extraordinary one, for 
the purpose of discussing certain clauses contained in the deed of 
settlement. After a resolution had been passed, in which it was 
P to repeal certain portions of the deed of settlement and 
add to others, the meeting was adjourned until November 5th. 

If the edict published in the Peking Gazette of the 12th 
August is carried out with any sincerity, it may do much to 
remedy the evils prevalent in China at the present day. The 
better class of mandarins themgelves admit the present state of 
things cannot last ; the question is whether the young Emperor 
has power and decision, and can find servants honest and firm 
enough, to carry out the reforms indicated. The following is the 
edict referred to :— 

Censor Hsu T’ing-Kuei prays that the Board of Revenue may be 
directed to choose high officers for a certain He pointe out 
that, on the return of the country to peace, it is proper that the taxa- 
tion should revert to its old footing, and that all military Ppenditers 
be carefully examined, and for this purpose high officia.’ should be 
selected to make on investigation. The memorial is aimed at a re- 
pression of abuses. We direct the high officials to select several offi- 
cers of standing and experience, who shall report to us on the g .nd- 
tax, subsidy to other provinces, Likin, and grain tribute (in kind and 
money) paid by each province, that the people may be gradually re- 
lieved of what is illegal. Also, that careful and experienced officers be 
told off to'scrutinise the military accounts, reporting against all irregu- 
larities, and all factitious arrangements for increasing the number of 
the receivers of pay, and denouncing all other faults without fear or 
favour. Respect this, 

There has been an unugual occurrence at Tientsia. A Peruvian 
official came to that port in order to proceed on to Peking in 
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company with a French gentleman. The French Consul pro- 
vided the latter with a passport, adding to his name the words 
“ And a friend.” On their boats reaching the bridge of boats at 
the East gate, a party of eight Chinese officials suddenly presented 
themsely.2 and demanded sight of the foreigners’ peng ae 
The Frenchman at once produced his passport. The mandarins 
then asked the other foreigner for his. The Frenchman said he 
was his friend, and was included in his passport under that 
designation, as accompanying him to the capital. The mandarins 
replied that he must also be provided with a passport, and until 
80 provided could not prose. So they were obliged to return 
to the Settlement and report the affair to the French Consul. 
The Frenchman has since gone on to Peking, and the Peruvian 
official returns to Shanghai. 

The steamer Ajax, which started for London on the 30th Aug. 
with a full cargo of tea and silk, was unable to cross the bar 
till the 3rd Sept., owing to scarcity of water. The British ship 
Corona, from Australia, has been similarly detained outside the 
bar, but for a longer period, having been announced as anchored 
there on the 27th Aug. The ss. Colombo, which went down 
river on the 4th Sept., has also got aground on the bar. 

A parade of all arms of the Volunteer corps has been held, 
when about 150 men turned out, and some skirmishing drill was 
ae through on the racecourse.

The projesiers of 
the tramway wish further to it down the Broadway, but 
this portion of the scheme was left in abeyance, pending the 
com ation of the Seward-road. This line was one of two sugges- 
ted by the projectors after discussion with the committee. The 
alternative one was—‘ to cross the Soochow creek by a new 
bridge at the end of Honan-road, to turn off on the South bank 
of the creek to the new Shantung-road, then down the Peking- 
road to the Chekeang-road, and from this point following the 
course as in the first proposition.”—But the first was preferred 
by the committee. 

The steamer Union, now called the Yung Ving, having under- 
repairs to her machinery, &c., at the Pootung Foundry and 
eering Works, has been sold by her former owner, Mr. A. 
Murray, to the China Merchants Steam Navigation Company, 
for $40,000, and is, we hear, to trade between this port, Nagasaki, 
and Hiogo, under the Chinese flag. We learn that the British 

iia Codieniboe 344 tons register, has been purchased by Mr. 
Michael Howlett, for £4,000, or about Tls. 13,000. 

The Cricket Club intend opening the autumn season next week 
by a match First Eleven versus the Next Sixteen, to be followed 
at dates to be hereafter are by other matches.

HONG KONG. 

Our-advices extend to the 13th September; the French 
mail from London At. 1 arrived out on the 8th Sept. The 
following items of news are from the Overland China Mail :— 

A large reward, $1,000, has been offered for the detection of 
the perpetrators of a very skilful forgery just discovered, of 
$50 Fong Kong and Shanghai Bank notes. The Government 
also offers further inducements to any one, not the principal in 
the affair, to come forward and give information. Those who 
have notes of that denomination in their possession would do 
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well to present them at once, as recommended by the Bank 
solicitors, From inquiries we have made, we learn that the 
forged bank note is an exceedingly clever and correct imitation 
of the original, and evidently not the work of a Chinaman. 
The paper, however, is bad, and moat unlike that used by banks 
for their notes, while the signatures of the accountant and 
manager do not correspond very favourably with the originals. 
These are points which, of course, would not strike the casual 
observer. Reference to the Bank Register also shows that the 
genuine corresponding numbered note bears different signatures 
to those on the forged one. The quality of the paper, we be- 
lieve, was what aroused the suspicions of the Bank’s Shroff. 

The new Coolie Ordinance has certainly not been inoperative. 
On July 23 there were seven Coolie ships (includingtwo steamers) 
here ; on the 30th there was not one. Of the seven ships present 
on the 30th five went to Whampoa, two to Macao. The Chines 
Government has resolved to henceforth forbid Macao Coolie 
ships from resorting to Whampoa, and that those now there 
have been warned by the Acting Commissioner of Customs to 
leave forthwith. Thus the last blow is struck at what may be 
termed the outaide assistance hitherto rendered to the trade, and 
Macao will henceforth have to depend upon her own resources 
to prosecute it. It is not impossible that the total extinction of 
the trade will shortly follow. By way of a beginning, Chinese 
have intimated that the reception of the Peruvian minister at 
Peking “ will not be favourable.” 

The draft of the proposed Barristers’ and Solicitors’ Ordinance 
has appeared. The clauses relating to barristers are to the effect 
that a barrister may, without the intervention of an attorney, ap- 
pear for a client in all criminal proceedings before the Supreme 
Court, and in all civil proceedings in the Court of Summary Ju- 
risdiction, and in all proceedings whatever before any Magis- 
trate’s Court, or other Court of inferior jurisdiction. He may 
also have interviews with his client without the intervention of 
an attorney. The clauses relating to solicitors are embodied in 
the following :— 

An attorney may practise as an advocate in the Court of Summary 
Jurisdiction. No attorney who shall be admitted and enrolled by the 
Supreme Court after the commencement of this Ordinance shall, while 
in the employment of another attorney, practise on his own account, or 
in his own name, or transact any legal business otherwise than as clerk 
to such other attorney. An attorney may make an agreement in 
writing with a client respecting the amount and manner of payment of 
his fees. Provided always that no such agreement shall affect any 
rights or remedies of the parties to any suit for the recovery of the full 
amount of any costs which may be awarded to them. 

We regret having to announce the death of Deputy Commis- 
sary Oxley. The deceased served for a considerable time as 
barrack-master at, Yokohama, and more recently at Hong Ko 
was attached to his own corps. His funeral took place on the 13th 
Sept., the coffin being placed on a gun-carriage covered with the 
Union Jack, and drawn by a company of the Royal Artillery.

The Chinese merchants of Pakhoi (a port on the West Coast) 
have been compelled to suspend business, owing to the extortions 
of the mandarins. They have protested, and the assistance 
of the foreign merchants in drawing attention of the Viceroy to 
the matter. 

A gigantic robbery at a pawnshop is reported from Canton, 
the band of robbers numbering over a hundred. Thirty were 
killed and forty captured alive. 

A French expedition of two small steamers has left to explare 
the Tonquin River. 

Several suicides by taking opium have recently occurred 
amongst native females. 

The Gazette contains the i -General’s report of the 
births, deaths, and marriages in the colony for the second quarter 
of the current year. The totals are—439 births and 706 deaths 
in Victoria and the districts of Sowkewan, Stanley, Aberdeen, 
and Kowloong, 38 births and 39 deaths of the above being 
among the European population. Of these deaths 15 were 
amongst non-residents, and of the remainder there were :— 
British 5, Portuguese 13, German 1, Indian 3, and Malay 2. The 
death-rate for the first six months of the year was per thou- 
sand :—Others than Chinese, 27°41 ; Chinese, 22°79, 

The Gazette publishes the French text of two ordinances re- 
cently promulgated by the King of Cambodia, with reference to 
the location in Cambodia of Europeans who must make a decla- 
ration of their place of residence to the high mandarin at Pnom- 
peuh, and in the provinces to the mandarins in charge. All dis- 
putes between Europeans and Annamites will be carried before 
the representative of the French protectorate. In other words, 
the French law will in future govern such Ligeti ; : 

The Gazette also contains a copy of an order of Her Majesty in 
Council of June 26th, requiring parties appellant in causes 
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their cases for hearing within a limited time from the registra- 


tion of the appeal in England. It also notifies that the ordinance 
to authorise the appropriation of a supplementary sum not 
- exceeding $81,000 to defray the charges of 1872 has received 


Her Majesty’s approval. 


The Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation have 
established an independent agency at Amoy. The want of in- 
creased banking facilities at that port has been felt for some 
time, as the firm of Messrs. Tait and Co., which so efficiently 
acted as agents for both the Hong Kong and the Chartered 
Banks, found the work increasing to an extent requiring undivi- 


ded attention. 


Intelligence of another disaster on the coast has reached us, 
namely, the wreck of the J. 2. Robertson, bound with teas from 


Foochow to Adelaide. She left the former port on the 3rd July. 
On the 8th, when off the Meiaco Sima Group, a gale came on, 
in which she first of all carried away her jibboom and foretop- 
mast. This was followed by the loss of. the wheel and the wash- 
ing overboard of one sailor. 
the foremast, which in falling carried part of the mainmast with 
it. From this time to that of the vessel’s being abandoned the 
storm raged furiously. Land was discovered on the morning of 
the 11th, and anchors were let go, the vessel being then close to 
areef. The natives came off in a partial lull of wind and aided 
in getting out a boat, and the captain and crew left the vessel. 
On the 13th, the day after she was abandoned, the wind again 
increased, and the ship broke from her anchors and went to pieces 
on the reef. The captain and crew stayed on the island until 
the 11th August, receiving very kind treatment from the natives, 
who allotted three men as interpreters to attend to their wants. 
They subsequently went on board a junk from Louchoo, took 
leave of the natives, who would not accept any present in return 
for their hospitality, and directed a course for Kelung, Formosa, 
where the junk reached without mishap on the 31st.

SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 21st Sept. ; no later 
mail from London had arrived out, owing to the breaking down 
of the Messageries Maritimes steamer Donnaz, with the mail of 
August 15th, shortly after leaving Galle. The following items 
are from the Straits Times :-— 


The principal event of political interest during the fortnight 
has been a public meeting in the Town-hall, to support the pro- 
test of the unofficial members of Council against the abolition of 
the grand jury, and to express the opinion of the public regarding 
the Chinese Immigrants’ Bill, There was a good deal said in 
favour of continuing the d jury, and though we have all 
along advocated its abolition, it cannot be denied that there is 

at force in the suggestion of the Judge of Penang, Sir William 
finckett, that at the same time none but trained magistrates 
should be appointed, owing to the increased responsibility that 
will be thrown upon them under the new law. This would 
appear to be most urgently required here, judging from the 
assertions of Mr. R. C. Woods and Mr. J. D. Vaughan in their 
speeches at the meeting, that | pore is put upon the magis- 
trates by the Executive to send cases up for trial, and that, as 
has been proved by more than one instance, the magistrates are 
too prone to consider themselves as Government servants, and 
not as servants of the people. The other subject considered by 
the meeting is one of very considerable importance to the com- 
munity at ‘large, affecting as it undoubtedly will, the supply of 
labour to carry on the various industries of the colony. The 
subject was also debated at great length in the Legislative 
Council on the 9th Sept. Three of the unofficial ait bers op- 
posed the measure on the ground that it would prove detrimental 
to the trade of this port, while it would fail to secure the object 
aimed at, the protection of the immigrants after their arrival. 
His Excellency the Governor took high ground, and argued that 
it was necessary, in the interests of humanity, that the immi- 
grants should be protected from “slavery,” or from being kid- 
napped by designing sharpers or drafted into the secret societies, 
and that whether trade suffered or not, it was necessary that pro- 
tection should be afforded them. 

While endorsing his Excellency’s sentiments, which must com- 
mend themselves to every Briton, we must confess that we fail 
to see how a tedious system of simple registration of their ante- 
cedents and the nature of their employment—if they are so fortu- 
nate as to obtain it here—can protect cvolies from ill usage, or 
from becoming members of the secret societies, or from being 
made the victims of clever sharpers among their own country- 
men, after they once get clear of the Registrar. The Bill has 
been drafted on the strength of two petitions from Chinese resi- 
dents, and the Report of the Riots Commissions ; but while 
acknowledging its total ignorance of the means by which the 
coolie tratlie is conducted, tle Goverument refuses a 
Commission to clicit the necessary information, preferring 
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to go on legislating in the dark, avowedly placing all its 
faith in the declaration of a few Chinese merchants, supple- 
mented by a powerful guild of gambier and_ pepper nadry 
This very extensive guild, we understand, are themselves exten- 
sive employers of coolie labour, and therefore may have a direct 
raonak interest in obtaining some control over the labour mar- 
et—a view of the question which does not appear to have oc- 
curred to any of the speakers. The speeches at the public meet- 
ing and in the Council against this measure show conclusively 
how ineffectual it will prove to effect any other result than fruit. 
less and needless delay to the ships engaged in the passenger 
traffic, while the hapless immigrants will continue, as heretofore, 
to be fleeced by their unprincipled countrymen. 


The Laroot disturbances continue, and H.M:S. Afidge, which 
has been for some time in Penang waters, has been busily em- 
ployed in trying to ashi the importation of arms and muni- 
tions of war from Penang into that territory, and to check the 
depredations of a swarm of piratical junks that infest the rivers 
and creeks of Laroot. A telegram from Penang, dated the 17th 
Sept., announced that the Midge had been fired into and two 
officers seriously wounded, and that the house in Penang of the 
Tunku Muntri (the recognised ruler of Laroot) had been blown 
up the previous night. In consequence of this, H.M.S Thalia 
left this port the next morning for Penang. Later advices 
state that the Midge was fired upon by five or six junks, and 
that the wounded men were the chief officer (mortally) and one of 
the juniors (less seriously), who were in a boat, endeavouring to 
push her off from the shore when the iron shot came hailing 
amongst them. The Muntri’s house at Penang was blown up by 
Chinese, by means of bags of gunpowder placed against the 
building. The policeman on guard was stabbed, and the five or 
six inmates of the building are all in hospital. The Muntri was 
not sleeping in the house at the time, We presume there is no 
doubt that Her Majesty’s navy will now take the matter into 
their own hands, and vindicate the honour of the British flag. 
The probable result will be that the Laroot disturbances will be 
spee ily put an end to, and peace and order restored and trade 
revived in that territory. 


There is a rumour current in the community, that during the 
Governor's visit to Laroot he went up one of the rivers or creeks 
on an exploring expedition on board of H.M.S. Midge A 
stockade was discovered some way up, from which a communi- 
cation was received that if the dfidge attermpted to pass she 
would be fired upon ; and that to the officers of the Medge, who 
naturally chafed under this ignominious and Lnsolent intimation, 
coming as it did from a lawless set of Clhinese bandits, his 
Excellency’s orders were to do nothing. WVe have no means 
of verifying the accuracy of this rumour, officialdom being 
reticent, as usual, of what took place, but it is clear that no- 
thing whatever was done by either the Thalia or Midge, that the 
victorious Chinese faction is jubilant over their successful insult 
to the British flag ; and that from wilful neglect of all advice or 
warning, and a blind persistence in the senseless policy of non- 
interference, Sir Harry Ord has, in this Laroot business, caused 
great loss to trade and much bloodshed, and has brought about 
a state of affairs and feeling likely to be the sources of much 
future trouble. It is rather humiliating at this time of day for 
the British Government to allow itself to be defied and threat- 
ened, trade stopped, and its subjects murdered in this manner, 
and we are tempted to wish for the presence, say for a short 
month, of a Sherard Osborn, or a Keppel or a Brooke, men 
not given to stick at trifles, and apt to turn a blind eye to every- 
thing but how to get at pirates and murderers ; responsibility, 
the Gladstone Ministry, stakes and chain booms to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

By the s.s. Colombo, which arrived on Sept. 18th from Hong 
Kong, we learn of the loss of the British hi Everest, Captain 
Jones, from Manila for Cork, with a cargo of hemp and sugar, 
on the evening of Sept. 5th, on the North Danger Shoal in the 
China Sea. The crew had been six days in the boats, endeavour- 
ing to make their way to Hong Kong, when they were picked 
up by the Colombo. 

We are glad to learn that the Governor has felt himself 
authorised to announce in Council that Singapore was free of 
cholera, and telegrams to that effect would be immediately des- 
poe to all the ports to which the breaking out of the epidemic 
ere had been telegraphed. 





A correspondent writes as follows :— 


It appears from the public accounts of the Straita' Settlements 
that the cost of entertaining the King of Siam at Singapore, 00 
the oceasion of his visit of a week early in 1871, was $2,800, 
Culonel Anson being then the Acting-Governor. The sum 
charged to the Colony for entertaining the Duke of Edinburgh 
at the same place, at the end of 1869, Sir H. Ord being Governor, 
excecded $8,000. No public entertainment was otfered to the 
Prince during his four days’ stay in Govercament-house, because 
Colonel Macpherson, the Colonial Secretary, died during the 
visit ; but a handsome ball was given at the town-hall in honour 
of the King. The ball probably accounts for the greatest part 
of the expenditure of Colonel Anson ; but how account for the 
almost triple outlay of Sir H. Ord?

IMPORTS. 

Yoxosm®a.—The market had improved in tone; the demand for 
Grey Shirtings had continued, and a large business had resulted in 8} 
and 9 Ibs. at higher rates. For Cotton Yarn there had been a better 
enquiry, Nos. 16 to 24 had improved in value, and Nos. 28 to 32 were 
in more demand. Black Velvcts of good quality had advanced at least 
$1 per piece. Camlets and Lastings were also quoted slightly higher ; 
quotations for all other goods were unchanged. There was but little 
enquiry for Metals. Quotations :—Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs. $2.15 to 2.224, 
8 Ibs. $2.45 to 2.60, 9 lbs. $2.95 to 3.00 per piece; Velvets (Black) 
$8.00 to 9.50 per piece ; Cotton Yarn. No. 16 to 24, $38.00 to 39.00 
per picul, No. 28 to 32 $40.75 tu 41.75 ; Camlets, Black, $14.50 to 
15.00 per piece, Scarlet $18.00 to 18.50 per piece ; Lastings $13.00 to 
14.00 per piece. 

CuHEFOo.—Messrs. Wilson, Cornabe, and Co.'s Circular says :—Busi- 
ness in Cotton Goods has been inactive, and rates have declined, with 
little or no prospect at the moment of any improvement setting in. 
In Woollens we have no change to report, demand and prices being as 
last stated. Metals: Both Lead and [ron continue in fair inquiry, but 
the want of supplies restricts business. 

SHancHAI.—There had been more business doing, but it had not been 
general, and the demand had run principally on Grey Shirtings, which 
were saleable at a slight advance on last mail’s currencies. Holders, 
influenced by moderate stocks and light prospective supplies, were 
looking forward to a good autumn trade at improved prices. For 8-4 
Ibs. Grey Shirtings there had been a steady enquiry, and a fair business 
had resulted. 7 Ibs., at relatively low value, had induced some specula- 
tive buying, but heavy Shirtings were neglected. Only a very small 
business in White Shirtings had been done. T-Cloths, both common 
and Mexican makes, remained very dull. Daily sales of Drills were 
reported at no improvement in price, while Jeans and Sheetings were 
in almost no demand. Fancy Cottons: There had been a good enquiry 
for Dyed Brocades and Dyed Damasks, suitable for Tientsin; but 
Chintzes and Turkey Red Cambrics were difficult of sale. Woollens : 
There had been a good general enquiry during the fortnight, which 
had been steadily met by Importers, though in some in<tances at a 
decline on last mail’s rates. Figured Orleans, both of Tientsin and 
Hankow designs, had been taken to a considerable extent. Lastings, 
both plain and craped, had also been in steady demand, and a fair 
quantity of Martaban Crapes had been disposed of ; but Long Ells, 
though in small stock, had neither improvedin demand nor value. 
Spanish Stripes were daily sought after, but rates offered were 80 much 
below cost that little business had resulted. Good heavy makes of 
Medium and Broad Cloths were wanted, but the light fabrics were 
quite neglected. 

Foocnuw.—The only sale reported had been 1,000 pieces 7 Ibs. 
T-Cloths at $2.60 per piece. 

Hoxe Kono.—The arrivals during the fortnight had been the s.s. 
Ben Ledi, Patroclus, Sirius, Glenfalloch, Oxfordshire, and str. Guine- 
vere, besides the mail steamers, all of which had brought fair supplies 
of manufactured goods for the market. The market in the early part 
of the fortnight was quiet, but on the whole a fair amount of business 
had been done. Advices of more moderate shipments from home and 
diminishing stucks on this side had increased the firmness of importers, 
while they had produced a better feeling amongst the Chinese. Pros- 

ts in the north had also improved, and greater firmness was apparent 
in the principle staples, which was expected to have its effect upon 
prices ere long. 

Cantox.—Lead was again Jower, and even at the reduction was diffi- 
cult to move. The only transactions had been 300 piculs, at $7.45 ; 
W.B. was quoted $7.80 to 7.85, and estimated stocks amounted to 
7,500 piculs Common, and 1,900 piculs W.B. Quicksilver was quoted 
$128 to 130 per picul, but no sales had transpired. 

Banckox.—The market was very dull for-almost all descriptions of 
manufactured goods, and in most instances quotations had declined. 
The only goods in which any business was doing were Shirtings and 
T-cloths of 6 and 7 lb. weight, but even in these the transactions were 
extremely limited. : 

Batavia.—The position of the market for Cotton Manufactures was 
still unfavourable. The demand continued most restricted, and was 
already being detrimentally affected by the results of another bad 
Rice harvest. With one or two exceptions stocks were still ample, not- 
withstanding that late urrivals had not been heavy. 

SrncaPorE.— Messrs. Boustead and Co. report as follows :—A small 
business only in Piece-goods has been done during the fortnight, and 
lower prices have again been experienced. 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings have 
been taken to a fair extent ; other weights are quiet. T-cloths: Light 
weights are in reyuest, but at low prices, the stock is reduced ; the in- 
quiry for 6 Iba. has fallen off. 40’s Grey Yarn has been in fair request 
at former prices. White Shirtings: Medium counts have been in some 
demand ; fine makes are dull and prices fewer. Little doing in Fancy 
Cottons. Woollens : Small inquiry for Camlets and Scarlet Long Ells ; 
other descriptions are dull of sale. Iron is quiet, and no transactions 
are reported ; holders, however, are firm, and rates are therefore main- 
tained. Yliow Metal has been in little request, and the few sales re- 
ported show no change in prices. Copper Sheathing is in small supply, 
but is seldom asked fur. Zinc Sheathing has lately declined, in con- 
sequence of holders having accepted a reduction in price to clear 
stocks. Pig Lead is somewhat weaker, L.B. brand being now offered 
at last rates, without finding buyers. Steel is inquired for, but buyers 
in the meantime are holding off. 

Penana.—The market had continued very slack during the fort- 
night. Only a mere retail business had been doné in the principal 
grey staples, and prices were again quoted rather easier, No improve- 
ment was looked for during the disturbances at Atchin and Laroot.

Yokorama.—Settlements had continued on a large scale, and had 
amounted to about 7,000 piculs, chiefly of Medium and Good Medium 
leaf, for which fully previous prices had been paid, and the market 
closed with a decidedly firmer tendency. Supplies had come forward 
very slowly, and stocks for the moment were reduced to about 3,000 
piculs. The Eliza Shaw sailed on the 30th August for New York, and 
the Lake Simcoe, Clausina, Morro Castle, and Etta Loring were loading 
for the same port. Quotations :—Common, $20 to 22 ; good common, 
$23 to 26; medium, $27 to 29; good medium, $30 to 34; fine, $35 
to 38 ; finest, $40 to 44; choice, $45 and upwards per picul. Export 
from Ist June to date, 3,475,192 Ibs., against 3,423,855 to correspond- 
ing date last season. 

Hankow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.'s report. says:-~The 
date of our last was 19th August, since when but a small business has 
been done, settlements being 5,828 chests, and 7,322 half-chests. Rates 
show no change from those quoted in our last ; there is now, however, 
very little good Tea to be had, and later arrivals will consist almost 
entirely of inferior leaf. But little Shuntam packed Tea has been 
shown on this market. : 

SHaNGHaI.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s report says :—Black : 
We have to report a very firm market during the past fortnight, and a 
considerable advance in price has taken place. _This advance would 
seem unaccountable in the face of the unsatisfactory telegraphic advices 
from England, but it is in consequence of the belief in further supplies 
being moderate, being confirmed by the small arrivals during the fort- 
night, which do not aggregate over 15,000 chests. ‘There is little doubt 
that had no advance taken place, ultimate supplies would have fallen 
short of last season, but as it is, teamen are greatly elated at the remu- 
nerative out-turn of their third crop Teas, and it is said that large orders 
have gone into the country, where there is no lack of leaf ready for 
curing, and it is now probable that every available pound of Tea will 
be brought forward. Common Shuntam Teas, which for the last few 
years have been in such disfavour at heme, are again being purchased at 
Tis. 15.0.0 to 16.0.0, or 104d. to 11}d. ; home quotations, which for simi- 
lar kinds of equal quality are 8d. to 9d., being quite disregarded, a few 
of the parcels first settled do not show so much difference from their 
home value, being exceptionally clean, and with some pretence to flavour, 
but many of the later purchases areexceedingly common, having large dull 
brown leaves, a black infused leaf, and a thin, coarse, earthy liquor. Of the 
better class of Tea the greatest advance is shown in third crop Oopacks, 
which are two to three taels higher than at the departure of last mail. 
Medium Ningchows have advanced one to two taels. In Shuntams, 
taking quality into consideration, the advance may be quoted at one 
tael. (rreen: The Green Tea market is very firm for all descriptions. 
Teenkais and Fychows show a rise of fully a tael in the fortnight, and 
stock of the former is reduced to only two chops. Moyunes with any 
quality are picked up as soon as shown at prices about equal to last 
season's rates ; 80 fur as we have seen they are an inferior crop. Ping- 
sueys have not varied in the interval, good liquoring or etrong chops 
are taken at comparatively large prices, common are neglected. 

Foocnow.— Business had been continued on about the same scale as 
during the previous week, rates showing little change. Congou: Set- 
tlements 19,300 chests, at Tls. 3 to 214. Souchong: Settlements 1,900 
chesta, at Tls.15 to 48. Oolong: No settlements reported. Scented 
Teas : Settlements 5,900 boxes of Scented Orange Pekoe, at Tls. 19 to 
24, and 300 boxes Scented Caper, at Ts. 19 to 20. Flowery Pekoes : 
Settlements 200 chests, at Tls. 28 to 37. 

Asor.—A fair business had been doing at this port, and the market 
closed firm with an upward tendency. Oolongs.—Since August 26th, 
about 26,000 half-chests had been settled, including 8,000 half-chests, 
avernging fairto good cargo, at $204 to 22 proportion. The better 
grades were getting scarce, and commanded fully previous rates, as they 
showed much better value than the lower descriptions. Quotations 
were :—Fair to good cargo, $19 to 22; superior, $23 to 25; and fine 
to finest, $27 to 35. Arrivals were 61,000 half-chests short of last 
last year at same date. Congou.--About 11,500 half-chests had been 
settled at $14 to 19, and very few desirable Teas remained on offer. 
Arrivals had been 13,000 half-chests in excess of last season. 

CantTon.—The market had remained quiet during the fortnight, and 
the requirements of the few buyers had been easily satisfied. Latest 
advices from London were of a most discouraging nature, especially 
with respect to Scented Teas, which were difficult of sale at declining 


rates. 
SILK. 

Yoxouama.—There had been a fair business doing during the inter- 
val ; prices had been somewhat irregular, but closed fairly steady. The 
principal feature was that medium and common hanks had not been so 
well sustained. The arrivals had been free, but comprised very little 
except hanks, and there was still a remarkable absence of parcels of 
classical quality. Of Silkworms’ Eggs about 500 cards had come down, 
against 125,000 cards at the same date last year. No price had been 
fixed. 

SHANGHaI.—A good enquiry had existed, resulting in a large business 
at gradually declining prices. Choping’s No. 3 Chicks have been taken 
at T's. 4724 ; Yakee, No. 3, at Tls. 472}; Dragon, No. 3, at Tls. 465; 
Chin Jan at Tls. 405 ; Blue Elephants at Tls. 385 ; and Red Peacocks at 
Tls. 380. Settlements for the fortnight, Chinas 4,000 bales. Total 
settlements since Ist June, 24,500 bales, against 1872, 31,000 bales ; 
1871, 31,000 bales. Comparative unsold stock on this market on the 
5th September, 1873, 9,000 bales ; 1872, 9,000 bales ; 1871, 6,000 bales, 

Cantoy.—A fair business had been in progress at this port, notwith- 
standing the adverse intelligence as to the condition of the London 
market. Settlements for the fortnight had amounted to 750 bales, and 
the demand had been mostly for No. 4 Tsatlee, which had advanced to 
$375 per picul, and was scarce. Most of the parcels offe were 
mixed. There was a considerable supply of No. 8, but it was for the 
present out of favour, and could be purchased on comparatively psy 
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terms. Late arrivals of fourth‘crop were not satisfactory, the thread | Altair, Johanna and Margaretha, Martaban ; for Liverpool, Ajace, Petu 
being full, and not very clean. Re-reels had been in fair request for the 
American market, and settlements were estimated at 500 boxes. There 
had not been much inquiry forgLong-reels, the purchases amounting to 
énty £00 piculs.

SPURIOUS TEA. 

On the 21st inst., at a meeting of the City Commissioners of Sewers, 
at which Mr. Farrar presided, a report was brought up from the Sani- 
tary Committee on the subject of spurious tea. 

The report stated that on the 17th of June last it was referred to them 
to examine the allegations contained in certain petitions presented to 
the Court of Common Council from wholesale and retail dealers in tea, 
praying thet Court to take measures for preventing spurious tea passing 
Her Majesty's Customs, and to report thoreon, They had carefully 
considered the matter, and had been attended by some of the petitioners 
and other merchants of large experience in the trade, whom they heard 
at length on the following questions—namely, the extent and nature 
of the adulteration of tea, and the remedies for preventing the exporta- 
tion. They had thus been informed that the quantity of tea imported 
into this coyntry in 1872 amounted to 183,000,000 Ib., of which about 
38,000,000 Ib, was for exportation, and that in July last there was 
in bonded warehouses about 10,000,000 Ib. so grossly adulterated 
as to be unfit for human food. They were also told that the 
adulteration of tea was effected in China, and that as much as 
70 per cent. of a material not tea at all had been known to be mixed 
with certain descriptions of tea, and subsequently used for admixture 
with other teas of a better kind. It would be remembered that as Inte 
as the 23rd of September last Dr. Letheby, the medical officer of health, 
reported the arrival in this country of about 370 chests of putrid tea, 
of which about 90 chests had been sold in the City and delivered to the 
purchasers, and the remainder, amounting to about 280 chests, of 100 Tb. 
each, where then in bond in the City prior to sale. They consisted 
entirely of decayed and putrid tea-leaves utterly unfit for human con- 
sumption, In April last he also reported the arrival of 1,000 boxes of 
tea which had been mixed with a large quantity of sand and iron 
filings, and thickly faced with green colouring matter, and from 40 to 
43 per cent. of which was attracted by a magnet. This was known as 
“New Season’s Moyune Gunpowder Green Tea.” The petitioners 
generally agreed that the only way to stop this great evil was to prevent 
altogether the importation of such “tea.” To effect this they considured 
that duly-qualified inspectors should be appoiuted to examine teas when 
brought into port on board ship or in the bonded warehouses. It was 
stated to the committee that a “chop” or cargo of tea was usually 
accompanied by chests of selected samples knuwn as “ musters,” and 
it was suggested that the examination should be made in future not 
from those “musters,” but from chests taken indiscriminately from 
the several “chops.” It was alleged that the “ musters" contained a 
better quality of ton than the bulk they professed to represent. The 
important question then arose, what should be done with tea which 
the experienced inspectors certified to be adulterated and unfit for 
human food. The Commission had on that point taken the highest 
ground on former occasions, and stated their conviction that the only 
course which, as the Buard of Health for the City, they could adopt, 
was to have such spurious matter at once destroyed, and su prevent its 
sale and distribution through the metropolis and the kingdom. Some 
of the petitioners had demurred to that course of proceeding, as 
being linble to cause an injustice to the merchant or consignee, 
who, they thought, should be allowed to take away, re-export, 
or return the condemned tea to the Chinese or foreign mer- 
chants by whom it was sent to them. They, however, gene- 
rally agreed that as all such teas had been for years received in 
bond, and passed out by Her Majesty's Customs on payment of 
the duty without objection, the foreign merchants ought to have due 
notice of all intended future proceedings in reference thereto, and they 
therefore suggested that a public notitication should be made in such 
manner as should be conveyed distinctly and directly to the Chinese 
ports and elsewhere, which they believed would have the effect of pre- 
venting the exportation from such ports of all spurious and adulterated 
tea. That notice would be to the effect that after a certain fixed date 
all teas entering English ports would be subjected to strict examina- 
tion, and if found spurious and adulterated would be iminediately 
seized and destroyed. The committee had carefully considered the 
question, and were of opinion that there could be no effectual means 
adopted to put a stop to such dishonest proceedings without the as- 
sistance of the Legislature, and they therefore recommended that the 
Court, as the local authority for the City under the Adulteration Act, 
should take such steps as they might be advised to induce the Govern- 
ment to introduce a Bill intu Parliament early next session, containing 
such provisions as would empower all local authorities throughout the 
kingdom to examine on board ship and elsewhere, in their respective 
districts, and if necessary to seize, such teax as in the judginent of their 
duly authorised officers were adulterated and unfit for human food, and 
to destroy such ag should be legally condemned. 

- The report was ordered to be printed and circulated, and its further 
consideration was adjourned. 
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SILKWORM CARDS. 

IN our issue of the 9th June last we noticed that serious 
complaints were being made of the bad quality of the silk- 
worm egg cards imported from Japan, many of them hav- 
ino completely failed to yield silkworms on being subjected 
to incubation ; we stated that many heavy losses had been 
the immediate consequence. We have made further in- 
quiries, both in Europe and in the East, with a view to 
ascertaining the cause of the evil; and we are now 
able to state that such failure is not due to any incom- 
plete organisation or disease in the eggs themselves, 
but must be attributed to local and temporary influences. 
Our information from Japan assures us that the failure, 
under incubation, of such cards as are usually placed in 
commerce is there a thing wholly unknown. Our Consular 
Reports from China state that the importation of Japanese 
eggs is a perfect success as far as the production and rearin; 








of the worms, although the silk, being of a greenish hue, 
finds no favour with the Chinese. It appears, therefore, 
that the failure of eggs imported into. Europe is a pecu- 
liar feature, and is in all probability to be attributed to 
mismanagement on the part of Europeans themselves ; a 
thorough scientific examination of the “blind” eggs is, 
therefore, necessary to an elucidation. Fortunately the 
Italian Government, duly appreciating the importance of 
the question, and yielding to the suggestions of the Italian 
Minister at Japan, Count Fr p’OsTIANI, now in Rome, has 
appointed a commission to examine thoroughly, and report 
on the subject. 

We are glad to announce that on the other side the 
Japanese have not been slow to appreciate the interests 
they have at stake, and have readily lent their assistance ; 
the Commission, therefore, composed of Count FE as presi- 
dent, together with Professor VERSON, director of the 

ublic establishment at Padua for rearing silkworms, Mr. 
WAKAYAMA, Japanese Consul General at Venice, Messrs. 
Tanaka, NAKASIMA, TOSHIDA, and ForTUzsI, with Cavalier 
BERCHET as Secretary, all men possessing some special 
experience or knowledge of the matter, appears to 
practically and judiciously constituted, and we may expect 
some really useful result from their labours. Holders of 
cards which had proved a failure have been asked to send 
them for examination to the Commissioners in Padua, and 
no less than 4,226 have been already sent in. 

The Commission, naturally enough, prepossessed with the 
idea that the eggs were infected with some new kind of di- 
sease or blight, and that such infection might be traced to 
a particular locality, divided, at the outset, its labours into 
two sections—I. Statistics. IL Physical Condition. The 
object of the first section was to decipher the inscriptions 
and stamps, and to classify the cards province by province, 
so as to ascertain what localities ought to be avoided in 
making future purchases ; but the Japanese Consul-General, 
who, it would seem, is not a man to do things by halves, 
insisted on having also in evidence the name of each pro- 
ducer, in order that his Government might be able to obtain 
explanations, and act accordingly. This part of the work 
is already complete, and only awaits the arrival from Japan 
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of the statistics of exportation of cards from each province, 
in order that the figures may be confronted with those 
of the cards which, province by province, have turned out 
a failure. ae 

The study of the physical state of the eggs has been 
confided to the accomplished. naturalist Professor VE.RSON, 
and it is important to notice that his investigatiuns, as far 
as they have yet gone, lead to the conclusion that failure is 
to be principally, if not entirely, attributed to the treat- 
ment which the undergo during the voyage and after 
their arrival in Italy up to the time of incubation, it 
having been proved that they are not unfrequently sub- 
jected to oak variations of temperature as cannot fail to 
produce the results complained of. This does not surprise ~ 
us ; we all know that birds’ oes subjected to changes of 
temperature get “addled.” We have also more than once 
heard of cases of eggs on board Ostend and Irish steamers 
getting cooked hard on the voyage, through being placed 
inadvertently within reach of the heat of the engines. 
This solution of the mystery will, if borne out by the Pro- 
fessor's concluding investigations, be highly satisfactory ; 
we shall know there is no “silkworm e isease ;” con- 
fidence in the cards will return, and the silk trade will not 
suffer that damage with which it seemed to be threatened. 

We, therefore, on behalf of the Commission, and pend- 
ing the conclusion of its labours, recommend all who may’ 
have proceeded to Japan or elsewhere for the purpose of 
acquiring cards to take particular care of the cases during 
the voyage home, and to note the temperature day by day, 
morning, noon, and evening ; they will, on arrival, take 
the mean of these observations, and warn purchasers to 
maintain the under an equal temperature up to the 
period of incubation.

CUSTOMS REPORTS ON THE CHINA TRADE 

The Customs Gazette for the quarter ending June 30, 1873, 
has just been issued. From the statistics given by the 
commissioners at the varions ports we gather the follow- 
ing :— 

TIENTSIN. 

The tonnage entered during this quarter was in excess of the 
corresponding period last year. In imports there is an increase 
in rice and steel, whilst a falling off is observable in nearly all 
descriptions of cotton goods, as well as in opium. The exports 
show a satisfactory increase in comparison with the correspond- 
ing quarter last year—that period being particularly unfavour- 
able. The revenue shows a decrease, the figures being Tls. 80,331, 
against Tls. 92,572 last year. 

NEwcHWANG. 

At this port the tonnage entered was 18,448, against 21,083 
for the same period in 1872. The “cleared” shows a falling off 
also this quarter. In imports there is no considerable fluctua- 
tion, although, as a whole, the figures show a decrease this year. 
The revenue is Tls. 56,570, against Tls. 71,464. 

CHEFOO. . 

The tonnage, both entered and cleared, shows an increase, 
but the imports, with the exception of sugar, as a rule show a 
falling off. There is an increase in the revenue, the total for 
this quarter being Tls. 63,816, against Tls. 51,843 in 1872. 

Hankow. 

The tonnage is in excess of that of the same period last year. 
In imports drills show an increase, but in most descriptions of 
cotton goods the figures present no important change. The im- 
portation of sugar has increased considerably since 1870. The 


revenue exceeds that of the corresponding periods in the last 
two years.

THE EMPEROR OF GERMANY AT THE CHINESE COURT. 

On the morning of the 18th inst. the Emperor of Germany, 
accompanied by his Imperial host, and by the Grand Duke and 
Duchess of Baden, the Archduke Car] Louis and a most numerous 
cortége of princes, counts, barons, and military officers in glitter- 
ing uniforms, paid his first visit to the Exposition, where he was 
received at the main entrance by Baron Schwarz-Senborn and 
the Austrian notabilities officially connected with the building. 
Their Imperial Majesties were expected and followed by an im- 
mense crowd of spectators, by whom every available spot of 
vantage ground bad been taken possession of at an early hour. 
The Rotunda, with its gigantic dome, was first visited, inspected, 
and admired, and its exquisite proportions, so perfect in their de- 
sign that they deceive the eye as to its enormous height, were the 
theme of openly expressed wonder and admiration. 

From the Rotunda the Imperial party proceeded through the 
Austrian, Russian, Bohemian, and Greek Courts, staying for a 
few moments only in each department. The Oriental Section has 
always been spoken of by the continental press, and acknowledged 
by the Vienese, as being the most attractive, characteristic, and 
instructive feature of the Great World’s Fair on the Prater, and 
it is evident that the Emperor Francis Joseph fully shares the 
appreciation with which his subjects reward and acknowledge 
the very satisfactory efforts which have been made to represent 
the industries, arts, and manufactures of the Empires of China 
and Japan, for, on arriving at the Greek Court—which by the 
way is very poorly and inadequately filled with plaster casts and 
a few worthless models of famous buildings—his Majesty crossed 
the nave, leaving Egypt, Tunis, and a host of other Courts un- 
noticed and unvisited, and led the German Emperor into the 
Ohinese department, where the Imperial party was evidently ex- 
pected, as it was awaited and received by the Chinese Customs’ 
Commissioners ut the entrance to their Court. The arch at the 
entrance is a most characteristic and successful representation of 
the Memorial Arch so familiar to the eyes of China residents, 
and as the Imperial y passed beneath it wondering looks 
were directed to the hieroglyphic characters with which it is 
adorned. The German Emperor appeared to be much impressed 
with the magnificent cloisounés witch occupy the centre of the 
Court, and examined with much interest a pair of very elaborately 
carved rhinoceros horns, which form a conspicuous laidmaek in 
the midst of the many treasures of the collection of Archdeacon 
Gray, of Canton. The gay colours and exquisite finish of the 
silk embroidery next attracted the Emperor William’s attention, 
and a careful inspection was made of the case containing it. His 
Majesty appeared to be much interested in the porcelain antiques 
and made several inquires of Mr. Hannen, the senior member o: 
the Commission, as to the present state of the art, regretting 
much that a nation which had made such extraordinary proeres, 
and had attained to such perfection at a time when the world 
was yet in its infancy, should now apparently be content to re- 
main stranded and apart from all the flow of enterprise and 
knowledge. 

The silks exhibited by the Shanghai Customs—gorgeous and 
glowing in their Oriental colouring, rich and heavy in their 
textures, and graceful or tesque in their designs—were 
next inspected and admired, and, for the satisfaction of our 
readers in China, we may state that the interest shown in 
the Chinese collection by the grey-headed God-fearing old 
Kaiser who has remodelled the map of Europe, and called 
the Germanic Empire into existence, was of far more than a 
mere passing nature. Probably the present magnitude and 
growing importance of German commercial interests in the East 
may account for the Emperor's careful inspection of the Chinese 
department, but the intrinsic merit of the Exhibition itself is 
also no doubt a main source of attraction, while the mere fact of 
China being for the first time a contributor to an International 
Exhibition is not without interest and significance. Beyond the 
Chinese Court, and forming, in fact, a continuation of it, lies the 
section appropriated to Persian exhibits, and here the Persian 
Minister with his suite was in waiting to welcome and receive 
the Imperial party. The luxurious carpets, brilliant fabrics, the 
jewelled chibouques and scimitars of the Persian Court did not, 
however, appear to attract the German Emperor, for, merely 
acknowledging the Persian salute with a few courteous words, 
he turned round and passed again through the Chinese Court, 
stopping several times before such objects as awakened his in- 
tevest or curiosity. On reaching the grand nave the Imperial 
party took leave of the Chinese Commission, and proceeded to 
the Imperial pavilion, where a dejeuner was prepared. 

The Chinese Customs’ Commission, which consists of five mem- 
bers, Messrs. Hannen, Drew, Detring, Bowra, and Cartwright, 
was presented to the Emperor by the Director-General of the 
Exhibition. 

If any proof were needed of the impression made by the 
Chinese and Japanese collection at Vienna upon European taste, 
we might point to the extraordinary prevalence in the fashion- 
able world of the bizarre combinations of colours hitherto con- 
fined to China, to the imitations of cluisonné in chinaware, 
metals, and even wall- and textile fabrica, and also to the 
many articles of toilette and household use, which are labelled 
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and recommended as a la Chinois or, a ia Japonais. But in 
addition to all this we learn that in Vienna, in the well-known 
and popular scenic opera-ballet “Elinor,” a dance of Orientals 
in correct and approved Chinese costumes is received with extra- 
ordinary favour, and is welcomed with great applause. This 
ballet was produced on the evening of the 21st, by express com- 
mand of his Majesty the Emperor, for the special delgstation of 
his Imperial visitors. 

A grand gala performance of “Faust” was given at the 
Opera-house, Vienna, by the command of Emperor, in 
honour of the German Kaiser. All seats were disposed of by 
Imperial invitation, and none were to be purchased. Full unl- 
form was de rigueur, and the scene is said by the Vienna news- 
papers to have been a most mignificent blending of gorgeous 
colours, dazzling jewels and glittering uniforms. Half the aris- 
tocracy of Europe were there, for Vienna is exceptionally full 
just now, and the performance was a great success, though there 
are not wanting those who hint that the choice of the opera, in 
which Mephistopheles plays so important a part, was a myste- 
rious side-hit at Prince Bismark, who sat in Count Andrassy’s 
box during the performance, and was the observed of all ob- 
servers, the point on which all opera glasses concentred. 

The Japanese Minister was conspicuous in a rgeous diplo- 
matic uniform, and the Chinese Commission, including Mr. and 
Madame Bowra, Mr. Hannen, Mr. Drew and Mr. Detring, occn- 
pied a box in a central position. 

The Japanese Minister is giving a series of sumptuous enter- 
tainments to the gay world of Vienna, the Diplomatic Body, and 
his co-Commissioners of divers nationalities, 





AWARD OF THE INTERNATIONAL JURY. 

It is probably well known that the diplomas and medals 
awarded at the Vienna Exhibition were seven in number, viz : 
the Diploma of Honour, the Medal for Progress, Medal of Merit, 
the Medal for Art, Medal for Taste, Diploma of Merit, and the 
Medal for Co-operation. The first-named—the Diploma of 
Honour—was given in but very few cases, and is consequently 
a very eminent distinction. Upwards of 20,000 awards of 
perp sone were made, and of these only some 490 were Diplo- 
mas of Honour. Among these one was assigned to China for 
her exhibition of silks, and another was given to Mr. 
Inspector-General of Customs, in acknowledgment of the excellent 
and very complete collection made under his auspices by the 
different offices of Customs, to represent China’s part in the 
commerce and trade of the world. 

The Exhibition proper was divided into twenty-six groups, 
& separate jury was selected for each group, and awards were 
made of different grades, according to the jury’s estimate of the 
relative merits of competing exhibitors. The Medals for Pro- 
gress and Merit were officially declared to be of equal value, but 
the Medal for Progress could only by strict rule be assigned to 
such as, having taken part in the last World’s Exhibition, had 
made progress since that time. But, in actual fact, the Medal 
for Progress is more esteemed than that for Merit, and, further- 
more, it was in some cases assigned to those who were not ex- 
hibitors in the Paris Exhibition. China received four Medals for 
Progress, twenty-eight Medals for Merit, and eight Diplomas of 
Merit. It need hardly be said that the Medal for Art was of a 
special character, being reserved for a single group, the 25th, 
entitled Fine Arts of the Present Time. China did not exhibit 
under this group. 

The Medal for Co-operation, according to the language of the 
Exhibition Regulations, was intended to be of a lewer grade 
than the others, being designed for managers of factories, fore- 
men, drawers of patterns, and the like, to mark appreciation of 
their share in the production of exhibits honoured with Medals 
of P. or Merit. And such is actually the meaning of the 
Medal of Co-operation where it has been awarded to articles 
under the twenty-six groups of the Exhibition Proper. 

But this medal, as awarded to the Commissioners in China, 
has an altogether different significance and a higher value. 
Besides the Exhibition Proper, there were established several 
so-called additional or extra Exhibitions—notably the Exhibitions 
of the History of Industry, the History of Inventions, the 
History of Prices, and the Representation of the Commerce and 
Trade of the World. This last named of the “ Additionelle 
Austellungs,” had a special dignity of its own, the various collec- 
tions made for it were submitted to the judgment of a 1 
jury of distinguished men, and the honours conferred by this 
jury, excepting the first, the Diploma of Honour, are not in” 
accordance with the regulations for the Exhibition Proper. It 
was to the jury for the Commerce of the World that the Customs 
trade collections from China, together with specimens or the 
volumes of statistics and reports published by the Customs, were 
submitted. This jury conferred five, and only five, Diplomas of. 
Honour, and in the following order :—The trade collection ofi 
Trieste, the trade collection of China (Diploma to Mr. Hart), 
the Government of Japan, Ritter von Sch-wegel (Austria), 
and Dr. Wartmann, of Switzerland. This jury- gave no Medals 
of Progress or Merit, and no Diplomas of MMerit, but, wisb- 
ing to mark their appreciation the services of those who 
had rendered assistance in making the fine collections to which 
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they had assigned the Diploma of Honour, they published a list 
of their own of sixty-three persons on whom they conferred their 
Medal of Co-operation. It is thus apparent that the significance 
of this medal as conferred by the jury on the commerce of the 
world'is quite different from the definition in the Exhibition 
Regulations. The list of those on whom the honour is conferred 
contairy, besides seventeen Commissioners of Customs, and the 
Taoutai, and Messrs. Arnhold, Karberg, and Co., of Canton, the 
names of consuls, engineers, various officers, directors of 
museums, and the like. 





BANQUET TO THE BRITISH COMMISSIONER. 

On the 21st inst. about one hundred of the English exhibitors at the 
Exhibition entertained Mr. Philip Cunliffe Owen, Secretary to Her Ma- 
jesty’s Commissioners for the Exhibition, at a banquet in Willis’s 
Rooms. The object of the entertainment was to present Mr. Owen 
with a testimonial in acknowledgment of the services he has rendered 
to the Exhibition and the exhibitors as secretary to the English Com- 
mission. The testimonial consisted of a silver dessert service by 
Elkington and of a purse of 1,300 guineas. The dessert service bore 
the inscription, “To Philip Cunliffe Owen, Esq., this silver dessert ser- 
vice and a purse of 1,300 guineas are presented by 275 British Exhibi- 
tors at the Vienna Universal Exhibition, as a small token of their 
esteem and regard, and in remembrance of his unwearied exertions in 
their behalf while Secretary of Her Majesty’s Royal Commission. 
October, 1873." At the same time, a set of very artistic Danish jewel- 
lery, in pearls and wrought gold work after Runic models, was pre- 
sented to Mrs. Owen, “by a large number of exhibitors and friends at 
the Vienna Universal Exhibition of 1873, as a small token of their 
esteem and regard, and in remembrance of her many acta of disin- 
terested kindness.” Most of the British and many of the foreign firms 
whose names have appeared on the list of the exhibitors were repre- 
sented at the dinner. 

Mr. J. Scott Russell proposed the toast of the “ Colonfal Exhibitors,” 
which was replied to by Mr. W. Robinson, of the Colonial-office, who 
said that he esteemed it an honour to be selected to reply to so import- 
ant a toast. The work of a Commissioner for the Crown Colonies was 
laborious, but as superintendent of the Colonial Section his duties had 
been lightened considerably, owing to the excellence of the arrange- 
ments made by Messrs. Dutton, Daintree, Sir C. Clifford, Dr. Feather- 
stone, and Sir J. McCulloch. He also expressed himself grateful to 
Mr. Owen for the valuable serviccs he had rendered. He (Mr. Robin- 
son) thought that when the short time allowed for preparation was taken 
into consideration the display made by the Colonies he represented was 
highly creditable. The Colonial Section had enhanced the value and 
importance of the British Section. The condition of the Colonies gene- 
rally was a prosperous one, and those present at that table he felt sure 
would rejoice on that account. The mother country and her colonies 
were united by tics of mutual sympathy, which it was to be hoped 
would never be severed. In conclusion, Mr. Robinson expressed his 
belief that the success which had attended the Colonial Section at 
Vienna would stimulate the exhibitors to greater exertions upon the 
occasion of another International Exhibition.

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The half-yearly meeting of the Singapore Gas Company was 
held on the 2ist inst. at the London Tavern; Mr. H. P. Ste- 
phenson in the chair. The adoption of the directors’ report— 
which was given in our last issue—was moved by the Chairman, 
and carried nem. con. ; and a dividend in accordance with its 
recommendation was declared, payable on the 20th prox. A 
vote of thanks to Mr. Wells, the engineer and manager at Sin- 
gapore, was then passed; and a similar compliment to the 
Chairman and other officials terminated the business, the trans- 
action of which occupied exactly six minutes. 

At a meeting of the Suez Canal Conference on the 18th inst, 
a large majority of delegates expressed a strong opinion in 
favour of Moorson’s system of calculating the gross tonnage of 
ships, but the discussion was adjourned at the request of the 
French delegates. 

A communication has been received by the Secretary to Lloyd’s 
upon the subject of overioading vessels with general cargo. It 
is forwarded by Messrs, Syme and Co., of Singapore, Lloyd’s 
agents at that port, who received it from a surveyor to several 
marine insurance companies. It is mentioned that many vessels 
arriving at Singapore have been chartered at home for the voyage 
out and back to carry a larger amount of tonnage than is possi- 
ble with consistent rules, Several instances are quoted in proof 
of the statement, 

Since the 17th inst. the Manchester Market has undergone 
no material change, either in tone or prices, the advance in the 
Bank rate having had little or no influence. While buyers are 
inclined to pursue a cautious policy there is a fair amount of 
business offering at small concessions on last quotations, but 
owing to less favourable reports of the American cotton crop 
producers are not inclined to accept such offers, and the market 
is inactive, but steady. 

The price of Bar Silver has again declined, and may now be 
quoted as 58§d. per oz. standard. About £80,000 Mexican 
Dollars have arrived from New York, and are now on the mar- 
ket, but it is doubtful whether the former price of 57$d. per oz. 
will be obtained.

CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, 


LONDON, AND CHINA. 

The half-yearly meeting of the shareholders was held on the 21st inst., 
at the Banking-house of the Corporation, Old Broad-street ; GEorGE G. 
Nico, Esq.; in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the published report and 
accounts, observed that this was only an interim meeting, and there was 
not much to communicate. The result of the six months’ business 
ending 30th June last, showing a gross profit of £118,239, and a net 
profit, including £477 brought forward, of £64,887, was on the whole 
satisfactory. The Indie and China trade, however, had fallen short of 
expectation ; but still, considering the circumstances of the times, the 
dividend for the half-year, at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, free of 
income-tax, carrying over £34,887, was satisfactory. (Hear, hear.) The 
p sition of the bank continued sound and strong, and nothing appeared 
likely to occur to interrupt its progress. The case of Joshua, referred 
to at the last meeting, was proceeding before the Court at Constanti- 
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nople, and it was hoped it would be brought to an issue before the close 
of the year. The directors were advised upon the best legal authorit; 
that the case of the bank was a good one, and there could be little 
doubt of the ultimate verdict being in its favour. (Hear, hear.) At 
all events no effort would be wanting on the part of the directors to re- 
cover what they could. They were also quite alive to the importance 
of exercising strict supervision over the branches, and this year Mr. 
Campbell, one of their most able inspectors, had been deputegto make 
a tour of investigation into the affairs of all the branches. He was now 
in Japan, and so far his inquiry had proved highly satisfactory. The 
constant aim and object of the directors was rather to avoid bad debts 
than to seek excessive profits, and it was by pursuing that policy the 
strength of the bank could be insured. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Ricnarnson (shareholder) seconded the motion, congratulating 
the directors upon their determination to do their utmost to avoid bad 
debts. The present division of 4 per cent. was as much as could be ex- 
pected, and he had no doubt the next dividend would be equally satis- 
factory, and that they would be able to carry £25,000 to £30,000 to the 
reserve. (Hear, hear.) 

Dr. THom inquired in what Court the Joshua case was pending. 

The Cuairman replied in the Consular Court at Constantinople, over 
which Sir Phillip Francis presided. (Hear, hear.) 

Dr. THom said it was stated Messrs. Turquand, Youngs, and Co., the 
professional auditors, acted in “conjunction” with the shareholders’ 
auditors, and he should be glad to know the meaning of the expression. 
Was there only one audit, or did the two class of auditors audit sepa- 
rately ? 

The CHAIRMAN said, as he had frequently before remarked, no com- 
pany’s accounts could be more strictly audited than were those of this 
bank. The professional audit went on throughout the whole six months, 
and it was reponsible for the accuracy of the figures in the accounts. 
On the other hand, the two shareholders’ auditors not only audited the 
figures, but also the character of the business done, and in fact, and in 
truth there were two audits. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Hemery asked if full provision had been made in the accounts 
for all bad and doubtful debts. He likewise wished to be informed how 
it was that the coin and bullion on hand stood at so large a sum as 
£1,988,511, or more than twice the amount of their paid-up capital 
(£750,000). (Hear.) 

The CHarrMAN said it was not usual at the interim meetings to make 
provision for bad and doubtful debts. That was left till the end of the 
year. With regard to the other question, no doubt the amount was 
large, but it must not be concluded that it represented the normal siate 
of things. It was only natural that in the operations of a bank having 
ten branches the balances on hand should sometimes be large. These 
balances, however, fluctuated from time to time, and very likely in a 
fortnight after the accounts were made up the amount was very con- 
siderably reduced. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Hemery : What, then, is the probable figure at which we may 
place the lusses ? 

The CHAIRMAN: Perhaps by the close of the year it may be £20,000, 
but I cannot tell what may occur or be recovered in the meantime. 

Mr. Hemery thought it was most satisfactory that it was not likely 
to be more than £20,000. (Hear, hear.) 

The CHarrman could not go the length of saying it would not be 
more, because the bank had sustained, or was likely to sustain, a loss 
through the failure of a native at Calcutta, who had been connected 
with the institution from its commencement. He was a person in 
whom the directors had always reposed the greatest confidence. What 
the amount of this defalcation would be it was impossible at present to 
say. (Hear, hear.) 

The resolution was then unanimously adopted, and the proceedings 
concluded with the usual vote of thanks to the chairman and directors. 


THE United States steamer Tuskarora, which is now engaged in 
searching for a suitable line along which to lay a telegraphic cable, from 
San Francisco to Japan, is fitted out by the Navy Department with 
every scientific appliance for deep-sea sounding, and for bringing up 
specimens of the sea bottom. Commander Belknap has, it is said, in- 
vented a practical and unfailing method of bringing up safely, not only 
a larger amount of the sea bottom, but also samples of the water from 
the greatest depths. Great results are anticipated from this expedition. 

THERE has been launched from the shipbuilding yard of Messrs. 
Palmer and Co., Jarrow, a large iron screw-steamer, named the Wham- 
poa, for Messrs, Watts, Milburn and Co., Newcastle. The steamer is 
intended for the China trade, and has accommodation for eighty first- 
class passengers. : 

Tue San Juan, from Macao, which arrived at Callao on the 9th ult., 
had lost one hundred and sixty-eight coolies by death ; forty others, 
who were in a dying state, were left at Payta.

CASUALTIES, 

Advices from Aden, Oct. 4, state that some gear saved by the Dal- 
housie (str.), from the Kwang Chow (str.), from Liverpool to China, 
wrecked W. of Guardafui, was sold there by auction, Oct. 2, for Rs. 1,200. 

The Malacca (str.), from Shanghai to London, with tea, broke her 
forward crank when near the Maldive Islands, and the strain brought 
on to the after-crank slightly flawed it. The forward crank has 
been replaced by a new one, and at a survey held here on the after 
crank the surveyors reported it good for the voyage, but stated that 
care must be used.
